PETITION FOR SUBSTANTIVE CERTIFICATION PURSUANT TO EXEC

ORDER 114 AND THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE
HIGHLANDS COUNCIL AND THE COUNCIL ON AFFORDABLE HOUSING

WHEREAS, on September 5, 2008, Governor Corzine signed Execuave Qrder 114 Wl’llc}Il
requires the Council on Affordable Housing (COAH) apd the New ]grsey Highlands Cour:;d
(Highlands) to enter into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) dcs;gqed 1 cpo::dmate the
regulanons of both agencies by maxinuzing affordable housing opportunities whule preserving
cnnocal environmental resources; and

WHEREAS, COAH and the Highlands have prepared such an MOU, which was adopted by
COAH on October 29, 2008 and by the Highlands Council on October 30, 2008; and

WHEREAS, conformance with the Highlands Regional Master Plan (Plan Conformance)
requires revisions to municipal and county master plans and development regulations as applicable
to the development and use of land 1o align them with the goals, requirements, and provisions of the
Regional Master Plan; and

WHEREAS, COAH regulations establish 2 December 31, 2008 deadline for municipalities
currently under the junsdicuon of COAH to submit thud round petitons for substanove
certificanon of 2 municipal housing element and faist share plan; and

WHEREAS, thc MOU establishes a procedure that municipabties under the jurisdiction of
both COAH and the New Jersey Highlands Water Protecuon and Plannmng Act may follow to seck
an extension to the December 31, 2008 deadline sert by COAH for the submisston of third round
petitions for substanave certification of 2 municipal housing element and fair share plan; and

WHIRLAS, the MOU provides for an extension of the December 31, 2008 deadline to
December 8, 2009 for any Highlands mumnucipality under COAH’s junsdiction that, before
December 31, 2008: 1) submits a duly adopted Nodce of Intent to Petidon 1n accordance with the
Highlands Councl’s Plan Conformance Guidelines; and 2) submits 2 duly adopted resolution
noafying COAH of 1ts mntent to petition COAH no later than December 8, 2009; and

WHEREAS, on December 16, 2008, the govermuing body of Independence Township adopted a
resolution noufying the Highlands that Independence Township bas set Decemmber 8, 2009, as the target
date for submmussion of a Petition for Plan Conformance.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE 1T RESOLVED, that Independence Township bhereby agrees that its
deadline for the submission of a Housing Element and Fair Share Plan pussuant to N.L.A.C. 5:96-16
15 extended from December 31, 2008 to December 8, 2009; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the goverung body of Independence Township hereby
dixects Deborah Hrebenak, Clerk/ Administrator to immediately transmit 2 signed and sealed copy of
this resolution to COAH; and



BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the govermung body of Independence Townshp hereby
duects Deborah Hrebenak, Clerk/ Admmistrator to immediately transmit a signed and sealed copy of the
Decernber 16, 2008, duly adopted Notice of Intent to Petnon m accordance with the Highlands
Counctl’s Plan Conformance Guidelines to COAH; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the governing body of Indspendence Township 1ntends to
submut 2 petition for substantive certification of a third round Housing Element and Faur Shate Plan
to COAH not Jatex than December 8, 2009.
